That maturation 
process was not completed without 
a great deal of hard work, both on 
the part of the coaches and players. 

Fundamentals have been stressed 
on the theory that a fundamentally 
sound ‘team is a hard team to beat. 
Now there remains only the acid 
test tonight against a reportedly 
strong. Pirate squad. 

Despite their greenness, Wilson is 
very proud and pleased with the 
way the Panthers have come along. 
He only complained of the fact 
that there was so much to accom- 
plish and so little time in which 
to do it. Wilson further ventured, 
“Our line is better man for man 
than last year’s. They are just as 
big, more aggressive and faster. 
They have shown a decided eager- 
ness to rough it up. Our backs are 
small, but shifty and speedy.”
